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People foon find that the chief Application is to be 
made to her Minifters and Favourites, who in their 
Turns have an entire Credit and full Power with 
her. She has laid down the Splendor of a Court too 
much, and eats privately, fo that, except on Sun- 
days, and a few Hours twice or thrice a Week at 
Night in the Drawing-Room, fhe appears fo little, 
that her Court is as it were abandoned. Out of all 
thefe Princes Conduét, and from their Succeffes in 
their Affairs, it is evident what ought to be the 
Meafures of a wife and good Prince, who would 
govern the Nation happily and glorioufly.” 


T wo of thefe five Sketches, thofe of King Charles 
and King William, are drawn in very Lines; 
and a third, the fifth in Order, in fuch Strokes as 
indicate a fort of Contempt for the Subjeét of it, 
tho’ fhe was his reigning Sovereign at the very Time 
of his employing the hifforical Pencil. Queen Mary 
is indeed blamed only for her Referve, and K. ames 
for what was rather his Infelicity than his Fault ; 
his Want of Underftanding, and the Difadvantage 
of coming after a Brother of fweeter Addrefs and 
greater Affability. But upon the whole, a Perfon, 
who had never read more of the Bifhop’s Hiftory, 
would naturally conclude, that a Man who {poke 
with fo little Refpeé& of five Sovereigns, with whom 
he was cotemporary, who had admitted him to much 
free Converfation, and fome of them had fhewn a 
great Concern for his Intereft, would not be very 
delicate in regard to other Characters, with whom 
his Promotions and the Favours of the Court, had 
given him a fort of Right to put himfelf upon an 
Equality. 


It is partly on Account of this Freedom in the 
Drawing of Charaéters, and partly for the Want 
of Art in the Plan and Style of his Hiftory, that a 
great deal of very harfh Cenfure has been pafled on 
the pofthumous Labour of this aétive and diligent 
Prelate. But ought we not to confider, now that 
Work has been fo long extant, as to have worn 
off all the Surprize that attended it’s firft Appearance, 
whether it was not in reality rather owing to the 
Impatience of Mankind at the Hearing plain Truth 
delivered of Perfons whom they had been taught to 
revere, and with whom perhaps they were often 
allied either in Blood or Intereft, than to any Want 
of Truth in the Hiftory itfelf, that Mankind were 
fo alarmed and irritated at this pofthumous Publica- 
tion. The Bifhop himfelf was fenfible, how much 
the Prejudices of Men would bear againft him, when 
heordered, that this Picture of the Age he had lived 
in, fhould not be fuffered to appear "till feven Years 
after his Death. 


We are naturally much better pleafed with fuch 
Reprefentations of thofe for whom we have either 
Affeé&tion or Efteem, as the fame Poet in the latter 
Part of his Epigram has afcribed to the Hiftory of 
the Rev. Archdeacon : 


LavuRENCE proceeds another Way, 
And well-dre/s'd Figures does difplay, 
His Charaéers are all in Flefh, 

Their Hands are fair, their Faces frefh ; 
And from his fweetning Art derive 

A better Scent than when alive: 

He Wax-work made to pleafe the Sons, 
Whofe Fathers were Git’s Skeletons. 


Not that the Malignity of Mankind is not fuch 
in general, that Satire gives it more Pleafure than 
Panegyric. But the Names with which the Bifhop 
makes free, are ufually of fuch Confequence, that 
fometimes the whole Nation, almoft always a whole 
Party, are pre-engaged on the oppofite Side of the 
Queftion, Truth, under thefe Circumftances, is 
generally unwelcome, and often quite intoilerable ; 
but it is her conftant Fortune notwithftanding to 
buoy up at laft, when Prepofleffions are all fubfided. 


I do not take upon me to affirm, that Truth will 





wand general in her Anfwers, that | 


at laft be found the predominant Ingredient in the 





Bifhop’s Hiftory ; but I will venture to declare my 
Opinion, that he aimed, as much as he was able, to 
write under her Direétion. Perhaps he had a better 
Opinion of his own Penetration than it really de- 
ferved, and therefore fometimes viewed Things in 
another Light than they ought to have appeared in. 
Perhaps he was over credulous, which muft occa- 
fion him to be often the Dupe both of himéelf and 
others. “But nothing of this can in general affect 
that fmall Part of his Work, which now appears 
feparately, and which confifts rather of Judgments 
and Councils, than of hiftorical Sketches. I am 
therefore of the fame Opinion, as the Editor tells 
us, many worthy Perfons have been, That Men of 
very differing Parties have agreed in approving this 
dying Speech of the Bifhop. In a Word, * If the 
alarming Truths, fo folemnly here laid home to the 
Confciences of Men, can have any Tendency to 
awaken, in the rifing Generation, a Senfe of Reli- 
gion, Virtue, or public Spirit, no Means of obtain- 
ing fo defireable an End ought to be negleéted.” It 
is with a Defire to promote this End, that! thall in 
this Paper tranfcribe a few more Pailages from the 
fame Manual, confining myfelf at prefent to the 
fame Head of Addrefs to Princes. 


“© The firft, the moft effential, and moft indif- 
penfible Rule for a King is, to ftudy the Intereft of 
the Nation, to be ever in it, and to be always pur- 
fuing it. This will lay in for him fuch a Degree of 
Confidence, that he will be ever fafe with his Peo- 
ple, when they feel they are fafe inhim. No Part 
of our Story fhews this more vifibly than Queen 
Elizabeth's Reign, in which the true Intereft of the 
Nation was conftantly purfued: And this was fo 
well underftood by ait, that every Thing elfe was 
forgiven her and her Minifters both. 


‘¢ A Prince, that would command the AffeGtions 
and Purfes of Perfons of this Nation, muft not 
ftudy to ftretch his Prerogative, or be uneafy under 
the Reftraints of Law. As foon as this Humour 
fhews itfelf, he muft expeét, that a Jealoufy of him, 
and an uneafy Oppofition to him, will follow thro’ 
the whole Courfe of his Reign. Whereas, if he 
governs well, Parliaments will truft him as much 
as a wife Prince will defire to be trufted; and will 
fupply him in every War that is neceflary, either 
for their own Prefervation, or the Prefervation of 
thofe Allies with whom mutual Iatereft and Leagues 
unite him. 


‘© One of the moft deteftable and the foolifhefl 
Maxims with ;elation to our Government, is to 
keep up Parties and a Rivalry among them ; to fhift 
and change Minifters, and to go from one Party to 
another, as they can be brought in their Turns to 
offer the Prince more Money, or to give him more 
Authority. Nothing creates to a Prince fuch a 
Confidence as a conftant and clear Firmnefs and 
SteadinefS of Government, with an unblemilhed 
Integrity in all his Profeffions; and nothing will create 
a more univerfal Dependence on him, than when 
it is vifible he ftudies to allay the Heats of Parties, 
and to reconcile them to one another, This will 
demonftrate, that he loves his People, and that he 
has no ill Defigns of his own. 


“© A Prince, who would be well ferved, ought 
to feek out among his Subjects the beft and moft ca- 
pable of the Youth, and fee to their good Education 
at home and abroad, He fhould fend them to 
travel, and order his Minifters abroad to keep fuch 
for fome Time about them, and to fend them from 
Court to Court to learn their Language, and ob- 
ferve their Tempers. If but T'welve fuch were 
conftantly kept on an Allowance of 250 /. a Year, 
the whole Expence of this would rife but to 3090 4 
a Year. By this inconfiderable Charge, a Prince 
might have a com!ant Nurfery for a wile and able 
Miniftry. But thofe ought to be well-chofen ; none 
ought to pretend to the Nomination; it ought to

interefted of all his Minifters to the Prince in Secret. 
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®t As great a Cart ought to be had in the Nomina- 
tions of the Chaplains of his Minifters abroad, that 
there may Be a Breed of worthy Clergymen, who 
have large Thoughts and great Notions trom a more 
enlarged View of Mankind and of the World. 

ss [f a Prince would have all that ferve him grate- 

ful and true to him, he mutt ftudy to find out who 
are the propereft and worthieft Men capable of Em- 
ployments, and prevent their Applications, and fur- 
prife them with beftowing good Pofts unfought, 
and railing them higher as they ferve well, 

‘© Frequent Progrefles round the Nation, fo di- 

vided, that once in feven, eight, or ten Years the chief 
Places of it might be gone thro’, would recommend 
a Prince wonderfully to the People; efpecially, if 
he were gentle and affable, and would fo manage 
his Progrets, that it fhould not be a Charge to any, 
by refuling to accept of Entertainments from any 
Perfon whatfoever: For the accepting thefe only 
from fuch as could eafily bear the Charge of it, 
would be an affronting of others, who, being of 
equal Rank, tho’ not of equal Eftates, would like- 
wile defire to treat the Prince. So to make a Pro- 
grefs every where acceptable, and no where charge- 
able, the fure Method would be, according to the 
eftablifhed Rule of the Houfhold, for the Prince to 
carry the travelling Wardrobe with him, and to 
take fuch Houfes in the Way, as are moft conve- 
nient for him; but to entertain himfelf and his Court 
there, and have a Variety of Tables for fuch as may 
come to attend on him. 

“© On this Queen Mary had fet her Heart, if the 
had lived to fee Peace in her Days. By this Means 
a Prince may fee and be feen by his People. He 
may know fome Men that defer ve to be dittinguifhed, 
of whom otherwife he would never have heard : 
And he may learn, and redre{s the Grievances of his 
People, preventing all Parliamentary Complaints, 
except for fuch Matters as cannot be cured but by 
a Remedy in Parliament. Methods like thefe would 
make a Prince become the Idol of his People.”

It is faid that feveral Men of War are aétually 
ordered to be got ready for Sea by the latter End of 
March ; probably — to relieve thofe now in the 
Wett- ladies.

The Hon. Houfe of Commons have given Leave 
to the Right Hon, the Lord Ellibank to vifit his 
Brother Alexander Murray, Efq; committed as 
mentioned in our laft ; and fince, to his Sifter, a 
Nurfe, &c. he being very dangeroufly ill, under 
the Care of Dr. Lamond.
